AXMINSTER 

Teenager groomed 
girl, 12, for sex 

AN AXMINSTER man, who had a sexual relationship 
with a 12-year-old girl, has been sentenced to two 
years in a young offenders' institution 

At an earlier hearing, Tomas Speed of Kirby Close, 
Axminster, aged 19, had admitted three offences of 
statutory rape of a girl under 13, one of possessing an 
indecent photograph of her and three of taking inde¬ 
cent images of her. 

When he re-appeared at Exeter Crown Court for 
sentencing on Thursday of last week he was told he 
must spend two years in a young offenders’ institu¬ 
tion. 

He was also described as a loner and he appeared 
to have become isolated from his friends and family 
following the death of his father. 

Despite intercourse being consensual, Speed was 
convicted of statutory rape because his victim was 
under the age of 13. 

Because of her young age, the law deems that she 
cannot have granted consent. 

Richard Crabb, prosecuting, said there had been an 
element of grooming and the pair had sex. 

One one occasion, speed filmed sex acts with his 
mobile phone. 

Speed was arrested and immediately confessed. 

Defence solicitor Sarah Hornblower, said Speed 
was very naive and that the girl involved came 
across as somebody very mature for her age. 

Flood relief fund 

AXMINSTER’S flood relief fund is yet to receive an 
application, but mayor Andrew Moulding is not wor¬ 
ried. 

He is expecting applications in the near future 
when those affected have had time to meet loss ad¬ 
justors and calculate exactly what financial damage 
they have suffered. 

Following severe flooding in early July, Axminster 
Town Council and East Devon District Council set up 
a joint flood relief fund for those who suffered finan¬ 
cially. 

It is not known yet how much money there will be 
in the fund. The town council will announce its dona¬ 
tion when it meets next Monday, and EDDC has an¬ 
nounced that it will match-fund any donations up to 
£ 10 , 000 .

At 51, Mary from Salcombe Regis is the oldest GB 
competitor and it says much for her dedication to 
her sport that she is already talking about compet¬ 
ing in Rio de Janeiro in 2016, perhaps alongside her 
daughter, Emily, 16, who is already showing great 
potential as a future international rider. 

Now that would be something to cheer about. 

Despite one or two early setbacks, we should ac¬ 
knowledge that the London 2012 organisers, under 
the inspirational leadership of Lord Coe, have done 
a brilliant job in staging the Olympics. Go GB!

COLYFORD 

Hall's final phase 

THE final stages of a £120,000 refurbishment project 
at Colyford Memorial Hall are now underway. 

The final major phase of the renovations project is 
the re-roofing of the hall, which started last week 
and is expected to continue over the next three or 
four weeks. 

It was agreed about six years ago that the 1950s 
roof, which had no insulation, would need replacing. 
The hall’s trustees have raised £50,000 for this 
phase which will cover a new insulated roof, photo 
voltaic solar panels, a suspended ceiling and all nec¬ 
essary electrical works. 

On completion, which is expected at the end of Au¬ 
gust or beginning of September, the Memorial Hall 
will reopen and fundraising events will continue to 
pay off the loan from the Feoffees and work towards 
financing further improvements,

The hospital retained its top marks for environ¬ 
ment and food, but had to settle for Good when it 
came to privacy/dignity. 

Matron Mickie Dicks said: “I am very proud of the 
housekeeping and catering teams at both Honiton 
and Ottery St Mary hospitals, who year after year 
achieve such high standards.”

A TWO-TOWN collection raised 
more than £500 for ABF The Sol¬ 
diers’ Charity on Friday. 

The charity had collectors at 
Tesco branches in Axminster and 
Seaton, who took a total of 
£568.75. 

One of the collectors, Michael 
Goodliff, said: “The fund is entirely 
dependent on voluntary donations 
to carry out its vital role of provid¬ 
ing support to soldiers, former sol¬ 
diers and their families, the 
demand for which has increased 
with the mounting number of se¬ 
vere casualties arising from the 
current operations in Afghanistan. 

“In 2011/2012 the ABF made 
grants to individuals and support¬ 
ing charities totalling £8,600,000 
of which over £355,800 was dis¬ 
tributed to individuals and families 
in the South West.

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Couple call for pavement repair

AN Axminster pensioner has called for imme¬ 
diate work to be carried out on a pavement that 
keeps tripping people up. 

The stretch of pavement in West Street, out¬ 
side Fox and Sons, has caused problems for 
pedestrians for at least two years. 

As previously reported, Devon County Coun¬ 
cil (DCC) came up with an action plan two 
years ago - but no action has been taken. 

Betty Collier knows about the pavement all 
too well as she was left with a permanent facial 
scar after a fall there in May this year. 

Betty contacted Pulman’s View after having 
read a recent article about at least four people 
having had falls on the pavement in a short pe¬ 
riod of time. 

She said: “For goodness sake, do something 
about the pavement there. 

“If four people have fallen since I did, there 
has got to be something wrong with the pave¬ 
ment.” 

She was taken by ambulance to hospital in 
Exeter after her fall. She took an overall bash¬ 
ing and her glasses were smashed on impact. 

The bruises are gone but she has been left 
with a scar near her left eye. 

She never lost consciousness and can recall 
what happened: “I was walking along and the 
next thing I knew I was flying through the air 
and landed flat on my face. 

“I was a mess and there was an awful lot of 
blood about.” 

When asked if she could have done anything 
differently to avoid the mishap or if the pave¬ 
ment was to blame, she said: “I think it must 
have been. 

“It is very uneven, with several levels. Obvi¬ 
ously, I’m now very aware of pavements in 
Axminster. 

The stretch of pavement first made headlines 
two years ago in August 2010 when Fox and 
Sons estate agents Amanda Curtis and Phil 


Roberts said their workplace resembled an A 
and E department. 

Several pedestrians had falls the estate agents 
provided basic first aid until medics arrived. 

At the time, Mr Roberts contacted both DCC 
and Pulman’s View. DCC sent a team to in¬ 
spect the pavement and subsequently reported 
that the pavement could be improved, possibly 
as part of the following year's footway mainte¬ 


nance programme. 

But the project was not included and Mr 
Rooberts contacted Pulman’s View again in 
August 2012 after a sharp and sudden increase 
of falls. 

As previously reported, DCC replied: “We 
are investigating whether we are able to take 
this scheme forward as part of the 2012/13 
Local Transport Plan programme.”

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Gerry remembers London 1948 


W ITH the Olympics well underway and the 
country watching Team GB’s every move, 
91-year-old Gerry Crocker reflects on his 
involvement in the games more than 60 years ago. 

An Olympic torchbearer in 1948, Axe Valley Her¬ 
itage Museum volunteer and Sidford man Gerry was 
one of 27 runners in Devon who ran with a torch. At 
the time of the 1948 games, Mr Crocker was stationed 
in the Navy’s Devonport Barracks. 

A keen long distance runner, Gerry was selected to 
carry a torch along a 1.8-mile course from Dawlish 
Fork Road to Alphington in Exeter on behalf of the

relay but he was not chosen. 

Looking back on his experience he said: “Times 
have moved on since 1948 and really there is no com¬ 
parison between now and 64 years ago. 

“Back then, it was a true honour to carry the torch, 
and it still is now, but the difference is the coverage 
and media attention. 

“In 1948, the rest of the country had no idea what

“Running with the torch all those years ago was a 
much more serious affair, running longer stints with 
dedicated runners and true athletes taking on the role 
of torch bearers/ 4 

Despite the obvious differences between the 1948 
games and the current 2012 Olympics, Mr Crocker 
also referred to a slight sadness, that commercialism 
and modem times have perhaps taken away from the 
true nature of the Olympics. 


He added: “I think the 1948 games was the last true 
people’s Olympics. 

“Traditions have gone and the sporting events and 
items in the games nowadays are so varied and far 
more extensive than those true athletic competitions 
such as simple running and jumping. 

“It is a shame that the Olympics has turned into such 
a terrific expense and a money making scheme, over 
the true spirit of sport, but regardless I wish Team GB 
every bit of luck and hope we can still show what true 
sports people can come from our country/ 4 

Mr Crocker now continues to show off his 1948 
torch, touring local schools and events and sharing his 
experience as an athlete and torchbearer.

Axminster news briefs 

CONSTABULARY bosses have confirmed that 
Axminster will get a new, shared police station. 

Officers will move from their current headquarters 
to share a building with the town's firefighters. 

The move was confirmed by Devon and Cornwall 
Police after the fire and rescue service's planning ap¬ 
plication for permission to modernise and extend 
the fire station was approved. 

In a brief statement a Devon and Cornwall Police 
spokesperson said: "A decision has been made and 
we will be re-locating with the fire service.'' 

A moving date has not been announced but, in a 
previous statement, Axminster police sergeant 
Peter Trudgeon said: "It probably won't happen 
until next year as they have to build the extension 
first." 

At the time, he also said:"The Police Authority has 
approved a rationalisation programme for the po¬ 
lice-owned estate as part of non-staff savings."

CHURCHES in East Devon were quick to mark the start of 
the Olympic events as bells were rung at 8.12am on the 
opening morning to aid competitors and spectators on their 
way. 

St Michael’s Church in Colyford included a special 
Olympic hymn in their Sunday evening service when the 
theme was the spirit of service and unity. St Michael’s 
Church in Musbury followed a similar theme in their family 
service on the Sunday just past. 

Less pleasant news has reached parishes in Devon from 
the Bishop of Exeter regarding financial resources 
necessary to maintain the existing number of clergy and lay 
staff in the Diocese. The current need each year is £13 
million of which clergy stipends amount to about £9 
million, which is sought from parish contributions. 

For several years now there has been a shortfall in such 
payments, which cannot continue. The Bishop has therefore 
set up a group of his Council to examine the needs and 
resources, and consider action. 

Details will be explained at open meetings shortly. These 
meetings are especially for licensed ministers and lay 
church officers but all are welcome. The nearest meeting is 
on September 6th at Exeter Cathedral from 7-9pm. 
Conclusions go to Diocesan Synod members on Saturday, 
October 13th. There is also an afternoon meeting in 
Paignton on September 7th. Call 01297 552665 for details. 

Meanwhile the life of our churches goes on and August 
offers a varied menu. Today (Tuesday, August 7th) sees a 
concert at St Paul’s Church in Honiton at 12:30pm for 
church funds. Southleigh Fayre takes place on August 8th at 
2:30pm with proceeds to the church and hall - both needing 
repair.

Wood, near Lowton in the Blackdown Hills, a large wild 
boar, which she describes as being salt-and-pepper 
coloured, galloped up a hill, very close to her, then leapt a 
boundary bank and stock fencing into a grassy enclosure 
where four Shetland ponies were grazing and vanished. 
Was this, I wonder, one of the wild boar from the Exmoor 
area where they are established? 

A month previously in the same area of woodland two 
black panthers ran towards Angela, then veered away, 
leaping through some birch scrub. She also, she tells me, 
has a black panther living in rough fields near her house. 
She has seen it twice, as too have other people in the area. 

She has also recently found a young badger and a fox 
cub, both with their throats ripped out, and wonders 
whether this is the work of a lurche or a big cat. 

Furthermore, a neighbour’s rabbit hutch has been 
smashed and the unfortunate occupant abstracted. By 
what, one wonders? 

There is not the slightest doubt, in my opinion, that a 
population of a type of black leopard or panther is living 
and breeding in our countryside. 

Angela Boyd suggested I look up online the Malaysian 
leopard, a black animal which exactly fits the description 
of the many sightings now recorded in this country. 

Angela Boyd might care to get in touch with Rick 
Minter from Gloucestershire, whose fascinating book Big 
Cats: Facing Britain’s Wild Predators was published in 
December this year (Whittles Publishing, 01593 731333). 

In it, Rick factually examines the overwhelming 
evidence which now exists for the presence of a viable 
population of big cats in our countryside and also includes 
several photographs which cannot be disputed. However, 
the final piece of the jigsaw - in the form of a really clear 
film or a trapped or dead big cat - has yet to be produced. 

On a lighter note, it’s encouraging to see that Upton 
Heath, some of the rarest wildlife habitat in Britain and 
which suffered from an appalling fire, is recovering and 
traditional heathland grazing is now being introduced. 

A third of the 500 acre site near Poole was destroyed but 
regeneration is now taking place and three Exmoor ponies 
will be joined by an equal number of rare breed Shetland 
cattle and, in the winter, by five equally rare British white 
cattle. 

All will have a significant role to play in helping to keep 
vegetation in check and so encouraging the return of 
heathland plants and, with them, reptiles, birds and 
insects .Visitors to the heath reserve are asked not to feed 
these animals as they have ample grazing and are checked 
regularly.

Cairns pondering future 

IMOGEN Cairns is considering her future as an inter¬ 
national gymnast after competing in the London 
Olympics writes Kevin Fahey. 

The 23-year-old, whose family live in the east 
Devon village of Southleigh, near Colyton, was left 
disappointed when not selected from the six-strong 
squad to perform on the floor in Tuesday's team final. 

Cairns, who was competing in her second Olympics 
after making her debut in Beijing four years ago, said 
she would take time out to consider her future but 
hinted that it would definitely still lie in athletics but 
with more emphasis on coaching. 

She already works with her own coach Liz Kincaid 
at The Academy of Gymnastics in Portishead, north 
Somerset and that is clearly wide of the sport she 
would like to develop in the years ahead. 

"People were telling me before the Olympics to sort 
out what I was going to do afterwards but, because 
of how hard it was to get here, I couldn't put any 
thoughts into anything else," said Cairns. 

"I do a lot of choreography and I might go with that. 
I know the direction I'm going to go - I'm going to 
stick with gymnastics, because it's all I know and I'm 
really interested in it. 

"It just depends on how long I keep competing." 

The lure of competing at the Commonwealth 
Games, in Glasgow, in two years time might keep 
Cairns in the sport. As a three-times Commonwealth 
Games champion the event has fond memories for 
Cairns and ending her career in Scotland would be 
attractive. 

But for the moment Cairns is enjoying life in the 
athletes'village and taking the opportunity to catch 
up with other sports.
